Mr.  Mnyorj  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1958*  The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  14j270,  compared  with 
14,230  in  1957. 

The  live-hirths  numbered  274?  compared  with  241  in  1957?  giving  a rise  in 
the  birth-rate,  which  was  well  above  that  for  England  and  fi/ales  as  a ?;hole. 

There  were  six  still-births,  as  in  the  previous  year.  During  the  yea.r,  five 
infants  under  a year  old  died,  comparod  ?/ith  7 in  1957  and  13  in  1958.  Three 
of  the  five  were  under  a month  old. 

Deaths  of  residents  totalled  I58  (l49  in  1957)  giving  a slight  rise  in  the 
death-rate,  which  was  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Of 
the  total  of  deaths,  fifty  per  cent  were  due  to  diseases  of  t’  e heart  and 
circulatory  system,  and  over  eighteen  per  cent,  to  cancer  of  one  type  or  another. 
There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  mmiber  of  deaths  from  cancer.  There  Y'JQTb  no 
deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  childbirth.  Deaths  due  to  infectious  or 
notifiable  diseases  include  two  due  to  pneun:ionia  and  one  due  to  Tuberculosis, 
Accidents  accounted  for  six  deaths,  three  being  motor  accidents. 

There  wore  nineteen  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  some  of  them  being  newly 
arrived  residents  form  other  areas.  During  tho  year,  there  were  134  notifications 
of  infectious  a,nd  notifiable  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis)  the  majority 
being  Measles  in  children.  There  ?/erc  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Meningitis, 

Enteric  F&vor,  >-'o]  iomyelit-is,  Food  roieening. 

In  addition  to  the  day  to  day  work  of  the  Health  Department,  considerable 
progress  was  oiads  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  programme. 
Other  vifork  included  the  immunization  of  children  and  young  adults  against 
Poliomyelitis,  and  the  protection  of  children  against  Tuberculosis  by  means  of 
B.C.G,  vaccination. 

Sections  C,D  and  E,  concerning  water  supplies,  sewerage,  inspections  of 
factories,  housing  and  food  and  drugs,  were  written  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr,  L.  Graham,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  his  co-operation  and 
effecioncy.  Mr,  L.  Graham  took  over  from  Mr,  D.I.  Kennedy  on  17th,  July,  1958, 

Mr,  Kennedy  having  left  to  take  up  a position  in  the  petroleum  industry. 

In  conclusion,  I v/ish  to  thank  all  the  Officers  of  the  Coimcil  for  their

Water  Supply s The  mains  water  supply  to  the  Borough  continued  to  be  of  a 
high  quality.  This  is  shovra  by  the  results  of  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  samples  obtained  during  the  year.  These  were  as  follow

During  the  year  the  supply  from  Bryn  Tirion  Reservoir  showed  some 
variation  in  quality  and  chlorination  was  carried  out  for  a short  time. 
This  had  little  effect  and  the  reservoir  'ms  emptied,  inspected  and 
cleaned.  The  small  amount  of  effort  involved  proved  'worthwhile  and  the 
v/ater  regained  its  normal  high  standard. 

The  unsatisfactory  results  reported  last  year  from  the  deep  'well 
supplying  eight  bungalows  in  Paper  Mill  Lane  continued  for  a short  time 
at  the  begining  of  the  year  under  review  but  quickly  cleared,  up.  The 
cause  of  pollution  still  remains  a mystery. 

Sewers  and  Sewerage?  Section  14  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  r:;ads  as 
foliows?- 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  local  authority  to  provide  such  public 
sewers  as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  draining  f'eir  district  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  and  to  make  such  provisions,  by  means  of  sewerage 
disposal  works  or  other  wise,  as  may  be  necessary  for  effectually  dealing 
with  the  contents  of  their  sowers. 


At  the  end  of  195^  plans  of  the  Borough  sewerage  schemes  were 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  f*vr  approval  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  next 
annual  report  it  can  be  said  that  work  has  started  on  this  expensive  but 
very  necessary  project,  and  perhaps  before  Public  Health  Act  is  very  much 
older  it  v;ill  be  reported  that  the  ultimate  and  only  ac  ceptable  goa.l  has 
been  reached  i.e.  . every  built  up'.arca  in  the  Borough  is  provided  with 
adequate  sewers  discharging  into  nroner  works' 
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The  Council’s  Grnnt  Aid  Scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water 
closets  which  came  into  operation  late  in  1957  ii'd-  a very  poor  response,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  only  seven  owners  had  claimed  grants.  Of  these  only  two 
pail  closets  were  converted  hy  means  of  a connection  to  the  sev/er.  At  the  time 
of  writing  the  first  four  of  approximately  forty  owners  have  heen  served  with 
notices  under  section  45?  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  them  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  works. 

House  Refuse,  Collection  and  Disposals  Difficulty  was  oncountered  during  the 
year  in  recruiting  and  maint  ining  siifficient  ..nd  suit:';,ble  men  for  ref' '.sc 
collection.  The  job  is  looked  upon  by  the  majority  of  people  as  most  undesirable, 
being  ra'onotonous,  dirty  and  hard  work,  I question  v/hethor  it  is  more  monotonous 
than  being  at  a factory  bench  or  more  dirty  than  some  jobs  in  factories.  It  is 
certainly  hard  work. 

The  now  vehicle  which  was  decided  upon  in  1957  ’^as  delivered  in  September 
1958?  f-nd  the  eleven  year  old  Harrier  CK  3 was  placed  in  reserve.  This  reserve 
vehicle  has  proved  to  be  inva-luable  and  a,llows  easier  m vintenance  of  the  other 
full-time  vehicles.  It  is  also  being  used  as  a spare  vehicle  for  other  department 

Maintenance  work  on  the  vehicles  continues  to  be  of  the  highest  standard  and 
appreciation  must  be  expressed  for  this  excellent  work  in  keeping  the  vehicle e on 
the  road  and  minimising  time  lo»t  through  breakdo'ais. 

During  tho  year  .an  alo.rming  number  of  complaints  were  rec-’^ived  from  the 
residents  of  Manor  Esta,te  regarding  the  munbor  of  flics  which  v;ere  invading 
their  homes.  There  was  little  doubt  that  the  source  of  the  nuisance  y\ra,s  tho 
tip  and  was  due  to  a number  of  things.  Shortage  of  covering  materials  and 
an  immunity  on  the  part  of  the  flies  to  the  insecticide  being  used,  being  the 
two  main  reasons,  A change  jf  insecticide  improved  the  position  a groat  deal, 

Hightsoil  collection  and  disposals  This  service  continued  to  run  very  smoothly 
during  the  year  a,nd  a seven  day  interval  between  collections  was  maintained. 

During  the  ye  r it  was  reported  that  at  one  house  the  occupants  were 
using  a pail  closet  although  the  house  drainage  was  connected  to  the  main  sewer 
a,nd  a H.C.  was  insta.lled  on  the  first  floor.  WTien  interview^ed  the  occupier 
of  the  house  said  that  he  was  quite  prepared  to  dispose  of  the  contents  of  the 
pail  by  burying.  He  did  not  expect  the  Council  to  arrange  for  disposal.  Old 
habits  die  hard  I suppose. 

Salvage  of  V/aste  Papers  The  price  received  for  r/aste  paper  remained  steady 
during  the  year  and  vie  wore  in  the  happy  position  of  being  .i.ble  to  sell  all 
that  v/c  could  bale.  Just  over  89  tons  of  paper  wn,s  despatched,  which,  although 
a marked  reduction  on  the  previous  years  total,  is  above  the  average  for  the 
past  six  years. 

Septic  tank  and  cesspool  emptyings  This  service  again  ran  very  smoothly  during 
the  ye.ar  .and  in  addition  to  work  within  the  Borough  it  was  found  possible  to  hire 
out  the  vehicle  to  neighbouring  Local  Authorities, 


Rodent  Controls  The  total  number  if  infestations  during  tho  year  was  68,  a remr0.rk- 
a,hle  reduction  on  tho  previous  year  when  108  infestations  in  all  types  of  premises 
were  treated. 

I would  like  to  think  that  this  roduction  was  duo  only  to  the  vigilance  of 
the  rodent  operator  hut  I am  afraid  that  a contributory  factor  must  be  that  people 
arc  just  not  reporting  infestations.  One  roaswU  I v;as  given  recently  was  "I 
thought  I would  have  to  pay,"  This  is  certainly  not  the  case.  The  Council  provide 
a free  service  on  domestic  premises  and  I would  appeal  to  the  public  to  report 
any  infestations  immediately.  To  attempt  a roison ’treatment  themselves  can  be 
da,ngerous  and  may  only  add  to  our  difficulties  when  we  are  called  in. 

Sewer  trcatm.>nt  carried  out  dur:,.ng  the  year  rave  .led  two  small  areas  of  fairly 
heavy  infestations,.  These  wero  given  particular  attention  and  from  the  latest 
results  only  slight  re-infestation  has  t .;kcn  place. 

Inspections  of  Factoriesg  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  niimber  of  factories  in  the 
Borough  was  29.  I outv/orker  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  working  for  a firm 
of  Ceremonial  Regalia  Outfitters,  Ro  outworkers  were  notified  from  factories  within 
the  Borough. 

14  inspections  of  factories  v/ere  carried  out  during  the  year  and  one 
contravention  of  the  Factories  Acts  1937  & 48  was  found.

Housings  At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  1026  houses  wore  owned  by  the  Coemcil 
of  which  565  bad  been  built  since  1945 •

At  the  end  of  the  ye.ar  a further  10  Council  houses  and  9 private  houses  were 
under  construction. 

Slum  Clearances  By  the  end  of  the  year  action  had  been  taken  on  II8  houses  cut 
of  a total  slum  clearance  programme  of  350  houses. 
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The  majority  of  families  had  hoen  rehoused  and  "building  was  proceeding  steadily 
to  provide  nev;  houses  for  the  remrinder. 

The  slum  clearcance  programme  slowed  down  considerably  during  the  year  and 
in  December  it  had  fallen  back  by  a total  of  32  houses.  In  every  case  where 
the  Council  required  the  land  for  re-developement  purchase  was  arranged  by  agree- 
ment , 

During  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  to  demolish  Conway’s  Row,  Bagillt, 
the  owner  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Clearance  Order,  Taking 
into  consideration  that  these  houses  have  been  let  for  many  years  at  what  can  only 
be  described  as  a nominal  rent?  the  demolition  was  expensive. 

This  problem  is  likely  to  recur  every  time  a Clearance  Order  is  made  and 
confirmed  and  as  the  ln,w  is  at  the  moment  there  is  no  ?/ay  around  it. 

The  re-developement  of  part  of  Castle  Ward  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  this  marked  the  start  of  a,  very  expensive  but  very  necessary  "face  lift," 
For"' the  inhabitants  of  the  Area  it  means  better  living  conditions^  for  the 
Borough  as  a whole,  it  moans  higher  ra,teable  value,

diseases.  All  of  the  measles  cases  occurred  in  the  first 
haii  of  the  year,  and  scarlet  fever  in  the  second  half.  All  but  one  of  the 
Lysentery  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter.

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Most  of  the  measles  cases  occurred  in  children  "between  the  ages  of  three  and 
nine  years.-  There  was  a miarked  fall  in  the  incidence  of  v/hooping  cough.  Parents 
are  encouraged  to  h"ve  their  children  protected  against  this  very  disabling  disease. 
Three  injections  at  monthly  intervals  are  enough  to  protect  a child  against  both 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough* 

There  were  two  deaths  from  pne’jmcnia,  compared  with  four  in  1957*  There  were 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  "Vaccination  against  this  disease  was  continuedj  and 
the  local  response  was  good.  During  the  year,  12,457  children  in  the  County  had 
received-  the  two  injectiens.  In  July,  the  upper  age  limit  for  vaccination 'was 
raised  from  15  to  25  yea,rs.  Since  Poliomyelitis  vaccin.ati^n  began  in  195-1 
16,224  children  in  the  County  had  been  vecciriated  by  the  end  cf  1958.

There  was  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuhereulosis  compared  with  1 
in  1957.  There  were  no  deaths  from ^non-respiratory' tuhereulosis. 

It  ?;ill  he  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  there  were  I9  nev;  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis ^ and  no  non-pulmonary  case.  The  continued 
number  of  cases  notified  dc'S  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  incident 
of  tuberculosis  is  increasingj  but  it  implies  that  fewer  ca.  ses  remain 
The  above  numbers  include  recently  arrived  residents. 

Satisfactory  housing  has  a considerable  effect  upon  the  recovery 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and,  where  necessary,  "points"  are  given  on 
medical  grounds  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ho  are  applicants  for  a

BoC.G,  vaccin  ’.tion  against  Tuberculosis g This  valuabl-'  moo.sure  in 
prove;ation  of  tuberculosis  in  children  "oxs  introduced  to  Flint shir-j 
sc'iocls  in  1556,  By  1957  the  service  was  working  v/ell.  Childr-cn 
between  13  and  I6  years  are  skin  tested.  Those  showing  a negative 
:reaction  to  the  test  are  given  one  injection  which  it  is  hoped 
protects  thorn  for  life.  At  the  Blessed  Richard  Gv;yn,  Roman  Cathulic 
School,  39  children  were  tested  and  27  received  the  necessary 
injection.  At  Flint  Secondry  Modern  School  79  were  tested  and  6l  were 
vaccinated,  all  without  any  ill  effects. 
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Children  attending  Granimar  Schools  outside  the  area  were  also  tested 

and  trea.ted.  This  proceedure  is  carried  out  only  with  the  consent  of  the

Two  cases  were  dealt  with  under  these  acts,  though  many  visi"-s 
|Woro  made  in  this  connection.  Supervision  of  aged  or  infirm  persons 
is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department,  Where  removal  to  hospital  is  necessar^r,  compulsory  powers 
have  occasionally  to  be  used  in  cases  inhere  the  parents  being  aged, 
infirm,  physically  handicapped,  or  unable  to  look  after  themselves 
refuse  to  enter  hospital.  These  measures  are  used  as  a last  resort, 
as  generally  persuasion  is  sufficient. 

One  case,  in  which  the  powers  given  under  the  ilcts,  were  used, 
was  an  old  lady  living  alone  in  Bagillt.  She  was  unable  to  look  after 
herself  and  v/as  gravely  ill.  She  was  removed  under  order.  The  other 
case  an  old  man  in  Flint|  ho  lived  alone  and  was  found  collapsed  on  the 
floor  by  neighbours  and  as  his  ov/n  doctor  v;as  not  available,  I made 
arrangements  for  his  immediate  admission  to  hospital.  He  was  quite 
wi].ling  to  go  and  compulsory  removal  was  not  required.
